Only the bare structure of the 
original fairy talo Is preserzed in 
this pantomime written by Jack 
Shepherd himself under the hood 
o€ Barnaby Twist—a character as 
fictitious as hts Sexton Temple. 

In and out of this framework, 
Shepherd weaves a comerdy af u 
delightful pattern, giving Ilfe to a 
sumber of creatidns such as Dan 
Netonator and Sam Sloggit. The 
resultant picture Is comparable to 
a surrealist’s idea of a Christmas 
tree, 

There are a few changes nnd 
additions. Mother Hood in’ the 
panto, is given a bigger role. The 
Fairy Queen is introduced’ ta 
hring in the romance—-and subse- 
quently, the Prince—and alsy to 
serve as un antidote to the Witch 
who shoves the Wolf aside, to

The present 
deadlock must be resolved, as it 
means that a large part of.a very 
clch and productive area ‘uf Java 
is out of commission, but the 
chances of a peaceful settlement 
do not look ‘too hopeful.”

INFLATION 


For more than six months 
the barometer of inflation 
has been slowly dropping in 
Britain but it has still not 
ldropped far enough to pro- 
vide assurance that all dan- 
ver is past. The record is 
clearest on the fiscal side. 
Sir Stafford Cripps; the 
Chancellor, has been saying 
in’ Parliament and_at meet- 
ings that the budget surplus, 
the mninstay of the “disinfla- 
tionary” policy, will come out 
next March more or less as 
expected. Tax revenue is 
coming in very well, and ex- 
penditure is not likely to be 
very greatly increased be- 
yond the estimate by addi- 
tional food subsidies and de- 
fence costs. He has, how- 
ever, made two reservations; 
one, that it is too early in the 
fiscal year to be certain; and 
the second, that any big ex- 
-] pansion of. defence expendi- 
ture ‘would put the whole 
policy in the ‘melting pot 
again, There can be no 
doubt that fiscal austerity has 
had a strong sedative effect 
on the economy. The cost-of 
living, which rose about 8 
per cent between the summer 
of 1947 and the spring of 
1948, has now been stabilis- 
ed, and if subsidies had to 
| be raised to achieve that re- 
sult they do not seem to have 
risen far enough to endanger 
the budget surplus. Pres- 
sure of demand for the gen- 
eral run of consumer goods 
has slackened. Consumer 
caution has brought back 
competition in price and 
quality. It has also left con- 
sumers with more money to 
save, Personal savings, 
which during the spring and 
summer months were more 
than offset by encashments, ' 
have since picked up week 
bv week. Many activities on 
the “lunatic. fringe” of the 
economy are doing rather 
less profitably than they did 
a few months ago. It was in 
response to slackening con- 
sumer demand that the Gov- 
ernment lately relaxed and 
removed a whole range of 
restrictions, making about 
600.000 permit forms a .year 
‘unnecessary and saving much 
clerical labour and frritation 
in industry. A further .bon- 
fire on controls has been pro- 
mised by Ministers., They 


flationary pressure has’ been 
‘checked for good. But cri- 
tical observers, while admit- 
ting that inflation has been 
brought under control, are 
not satisfled that it has lost 
its power for mischief. The 
slackening of demand has not 
gone far enough. Retail 
sales have stopped expanding 
but they are higher. than a 
year ago, even after discount- 
ing the rise in prices.

Undoubtedly 
his request, backed, by a 
powerful publicity campaign, 
applied the brake at a mo- 
ment when inflation threat- 
ened to gather momentum. 
This. has . slowed down, 
though not altogether .‘ stop- 
ped the rise in wages and 
profits, Total net personal 
incomes have almost certain- 
ly Been increasing slowly but 
surely. One sign of this is 
the steady rise in bank de- 
posits, Taken over 12° 
months, this rise is due as to 
about one half to borrowings 
by ‘the Government and the 
other half to increased com- 
mercial loans... Business has 
been borrowing more’ from 
the banks. to finance stocks 
and maintain working capital 
at: rising price levels. That 
sounds -reasonable: enough to 
the banker, but it is.only an- 
ex way-of saying that bus 
ness, like many.of the work- 
ers, is, still. evading the ad- 
justments- whichretho Govern- 
ments is trying to enforce. *

The scheme which we found 
most effective, where it was pos- 
sible for all commanders to meet 
together almost instantly, was to 
consider the naval, alr, and ground 
chiefs as occupying two roles, In 
the first role each was part of my 
sfaf’ ond he and nis assistants 
worked with us in the develop- 
ment of plans; in the second role 
eoch was the responsible com- 
mander for executing his nart of 
the whole operation. This was 
the general system thnt we fol- 
Jowed throughout the Mediter- 
ranean operation and I was con- 
“ineed thnt, considering only 
the cnnditions of our theatre 4 
should be ndopted as the guide 
for the new organisation, althouch 
fertatey exceptions were Inescap- 
able. 


The first of these exceptions in- 
volved the nir forces. It was de- 
sirable thit for the prepnratory 
stages of the assault and for 
proper support during the critical 
cache stages of the land operation 
—until we had established our- 
selves so firmly that danger of 
defent was eliminated—oll air 
forces In Britain, excepting only 
the Constat Command, — should 
come. under my » control, This 
would include the Strategic Air 
Forers, comprising the Britizh 
Bomber Command under Air 
Chief Marshal Sir Arthur Harris, 
and the U. S. Eighth Air Force 
under Genernl Doolittle. Some 
opposition quickly developed, 
partly from the Prime Minister 
ond his -chicfs of staff. The 
Strategic Air commanders were 
also unwilling to take orders 
trom the Tactical Ale commander 
of the expedition. Their objfec- 
tlona, I felt sure. were not based 
upon personal reasons but upon a 
conviction that a Tactical Air 
Commander, who is, always pri- 
marily concerned with the sun- 
port of front-Ilne troops, could 
not be expected to’ appreciate 
nremerly. the true role .and_cap- 
abilities of Strategie Air Forces 
and would therefore misuse them. 


A broader contention was that 
these great bomber units, with 
thelr ability to strike at any point 
in Western Europe, should never 
be confined, even temporarily, to 
a role “wherein thelr principal 
task would be to assist in a. single 
ground operation. In answer we 
pointed out that the venture the 
United States and Great Britain 
were now about to undertake 
could not be classed os an ordin- 
ary. tactical movement in which 
fronsequences would be no greater 
than those ordinarily experienced 
through success or failure in a 
battle. The two countries were 
definitely placing ail their hopes, 
exocctations, and assets in one 
great effort to establish a theatre 
of operations in Western Europe. 
Failure would carry with it con- 
sequences that would .be almost 
fatal, Such a catastrophe might 
mean the complete redeployment 
to other theatres of nll United 
States forees accumulated in the 
United Kingdom, while the set- 
back to Allied morale and doter- 
mination would be s0 profound 
that it was beyond calculation. 
Finally, such a failure would 
certainly react violently upon the 
Russian situation and it was not 
unreasonable to assume that, if 
-that country should consider her 
Allies completely futile and help- 
less in doing anything of a major 
character In Europe, she might 
consider a separate peace. 


My insistence upon command- 
ing these air forces at that tlme 
was ‘further influenced by the 
Iesson 80 donelusively sicmonst- 
rated at Salerno: when a battle 
needs the last ounce of available 
force, the commander must not be 
in the position of depending upon 
request ‘and negotiation to get it. 
It was vital that the entire sum 
of our ossoult power, including 
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the two Sitategle Alr Forcer, be 
available for: use: during, the cri+ 
tlenl stages of the attack. I stated 
unequivocally that so long as 1 
was in command I would: accept 
no other solution, although I agre- 
ed that the two commanders of 
the heavy bombing forces would 
not be subordinated to my Tactic- 
al Air commander ‘Sn chief but 
would reecive ordera directly 
from me. This,impused no great 
additional burden on mic because 
my deputy, Air Chief Marshal 
Tedder, was not only an expen- 
enced air commander, but in ad- 
dition enjoyed the confidenco ot 
everybody In the air forces, both 
British and American, 


We had no Intention of using 
mere adjunct to the Tactleal Air 
the Strntegic Air Forces ox a 
Command, On the contrary, wo 
were most anxlous “to coptinue 
the destruction. of German indus- 
try .with emphasis _ upon oil. 
General Spoatz convinced me that, 
ns Germany boecane progressively 
embarrassed by her diminshingr ofl 
reserves, the effect upon the land 
battle would be most profound 
and the eventual winning of the 
war would be correspondingly 
hastened, , 


My representations were uc- 
eepted In carly April and from 
that Ume untll the critical phases 
of the campaign in France and 
Belgium were past Spaatz and 
Harkis reported dircct!y to me, 
Strictly speaking, however, Lelgh- 
Mallory’s organisatlon comprised 
only those alr forces that were 
deviinitely allocated ag o perman- 
ently integral part of the cx- 
peditionary forces. These were 
the, British air forces supporting 
the Twenty-first Army Group, the 
Ninth Alr Force supporting the

It was important that a long- 
term strategic concept of the 
operation--of which the amphibi-- 
qus assault: would be merely the 
opening phasc—should develop 
early.
